with Super-addition of the remanent Power whi 
formerly wazinthe King) of the Ancient Repreſen- 
tative. So Lycurgus did ſpoile himſelf, and thenext 
heirs ofthe Heraclid race,of Supreme Power; to con- 
ferr the ſame on his, eyen, Reluctant Citizens:

Particulars were infinite, 
of which we had manyin the Debates and Writings. 
Wherefore the States ſeeing, the Juſtice, Neceſlitv, & 
Utility of EleQting this time to declarethe P:their Mo- 
narch; did make that happy choice which he was 
graciouſly pleaſed to accept accordingly. This Con. 
deſcention of His, was an Att of the greateſt Juſtice, 
and Conſcience, and Neceſſity of Duty and Honour, 
and conſequently, nothing derogating from, but 
adding to, his former Renown and Glory, For His 
Majeſty may be conſidered all along this Enterpriſe, 
either as a Soveraign Prince ( Abſtraftly from any 
Relation; ) or ( Concretly ) as K. J's.
